n Stand and Deliver, Edward 

James Olmos portrayed East 
Los Angeles mathematics pro- 
fessor James Escalante, whose 
teaching inspired his barrio stu- 
dents to success. (The film pre- 
mieres on The Disney Channel 
in October—please see page 51.) 
That performance brought Olmos 
a much deserved Academy 
Award nomination for Best Ac- 
tor. According to Olmos, the real 
joy of the role was meeting 
Escalante and watching him in 
action—an experience that 
shaped his performance. 

“As I was watching him,” 
Olmos recalls, “I was wondering 
what it was that allowed this guy 
to confront some of the hardest 
street kids in East LA. How did 
he get away with it?” 

What Escalante was doing, 
Olmos discovered, “was using 
the way he looked. He was not a 
threat: He was bald; he was over- 
weight. When he would con- 
front them, they would chuckle. 
He would seduce them with his 
humor and his street bravado, 
then win them over by making 
them use their minds and feel- 
ing the rush of knowledge.”

go south 


n The Electric Horseman 

(which airs on The Disney 
Channel in September), Jane 
Fonda portrays a television 
newswoman; Gregory Peck 
plays a reporter opposite Audrey 
Hepburn in Roman Holiday 
(which airs in October). But these 
two legendary actors have sorne- 
thing else in common: This win- 
ter they'll appear on-screen to- 
gether in The Old Gringo, a film 
Fonda produced that's based on 
Mexican novelist Carlos Fuentes's 
acclaimed tale of the last days of 
American writer Ambrose Bierce, 
who disappeared in Mexico in 
1914, during the anarchy of the 
Mexican revolution. 


In the film, Fonda plays an 
American schoolteacher caught 
up in and by the revolution; Peck 
is Bierce, come to Mexico in 
search of his destiny. Jimmmy 
Smitts of L.A. Law portrays one 
of Pancho Villa’s generals. 

For Peck, the chance to play 
Ambrose Bierce "is, at this stage 
of my career, an unanticipated 
but welcome challenge and a 
great opportunity.” Peck has long 
been an admirer of Bierce’s work, 
noted for its sardonic view of life. 
“I began reading Bierce when | 
was in college,” Peck explains. 
“He fascinated me; he’s an ideal 
character to play. He was poetic, 
unpredictable, full of virtues and 
faults, arrogance and kindness. 
He punctured hypocrisy wher- 
ever he found it—whether reli- 
gious, political or social.” 


=a The world's most 
beautiful ambassador 


consummate actress, she 

has long been considered 
one of film's—and the world's— 
great beauties. She is Audrey 
Hepburn. Yet mention the sub- 
ject of beauty, and Hepburn dis- 
misses the question out of hand: 
“Whenever I hear or read that 
I'm beautiful, I simply don't un- 
derstand. І didn't make my 
career on my beauty." (Sub- 
scribers can see Hepburn in four 
classic films: Roman Holiday, 
Sabrina, Funny Face, and My 
Fair Lady.) 

What does concern Hepburn 
is the plight of the world's starv- 
ing population—and her work 
as a roving ambassador for 
UNICEF. 

“Гуе always known about 
UNICEF," Hepburn explains, 
"since they brought relief to me, 
saved me after the Second 
World War." In 1945, Hepburn, 
her mother and her aunt were 
living in war ravaged Arnhem, 


Holland—and Hepburn was starv- 
ing slowly to death. 

“It made me resilient and ter- 
ribly appreciative for everything 
good that came afterward. I feel 
enormous respect for food, free- 
dom, for good health and family 
—for human life.”

iana Rigg appears on The 
Disney Channel in The Story 
of Snow White, which premieres 
in October. Rigg plays the evil 
Queen intent on dispatching the 
fairest maiden of them all. But to 
Baby Boomers, Diana Rigg will 
always be remembered as the 
dashing, karate-chopping and 
leather-clad Mrs. Emma Peel of 
the cult '60s series The Avengers. 
"The Avengers appealed to au- 
diences because the show was 
witty, eccentric, and very Eng- 
lish,” Rigg says. "It made abso- 
lutely no concession to its Amer- 
ican market, and I suspect its 
Britishness was part of its ap- 
peal.” Ironically, the character 
was originally written for a man 
—but the writers changed the 
character's sex and altered lit- 
tle else. “They just sort of dressed 
her in black leather and let her 
get on with it,” Rigg adds. "They 
sort of fell into writing this ad- 
vanced woman character.”

Dave Smith, The Walt Disney Company archivist, 
answers questions about the company’s history 


Was Frankie Avalon ever a 
Mouseketeer? 
—L.M., Toronto, Ontario 

No, Frankie Avalon was 
never a Mouseketeer. He later 
acted with former Mouseketeer 
Annette Funicello in the beach 
party movies of the early 1960s, 
but was never in Disney films or 
television shows. 


In an earlier column, you 
stated that The Sword and 
the Rose was the third of 
four live-action films made 
by Disney in England in the 
early 1950s. What were the 
other movies? 
—S.B., Snellville, GA 

The other three films were 
Treasure Island, The Story of 


Robin Hood, and Rob Roy. Since 
the early 1950s, Disney has of- 
ten returned to the British Isles 
to produce such films as Kid- 
napped, Greyfriar's Bobby, The 
Fighting Prince of Donegal, and 
Candleshoe. 


What formal education did 
Walt Disney receive? 
—J.C., Somersworth, NH 

Walt attended Benton School 
in Kansas City, Missouri, through 
the eighth grade; then went to 
the ninth grade at McKinley High 
School in Chicago. This was the 
end of his formal schooling, but 
Walt never stopped learning. He 
had an active curiosity and was 
always asking questions of ex- 
perts—and he possessed the

ability to remember what he had 
been told. Walt's memory con- 
stantly amazed his colleagues.

It was the first animated 
feature telling a single story to be 
produced after World War II, 
and because of its great success, 
Walt was able to proceed with 
an ambitious program of ani- 
mated features that has continued 
to the present day. See page 18 
for an article on Cinderella. 
Emil and the Detectives (see 
page 49) was filmed entirely in 
West Germany. It is often over- 
looked in Disney film histories 
because it was overshadowed by 
another film released that same 
year—Mary Poppins. Emil and 
the Detectives was a pet project 
of Walt's; he traveled to Germany 
to visit the set during filming.

zm Poor Richard's life 
and times 


Publisher, inventor, scientist, 
aphorist, diplomat—one Ameri- 
can came to symbolize the 18th 
century's ideal of the Age of 
Reason. The American—a man 
named Benjamin Franklin, who 
in the course of his life, while 
publishing Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac, inventing bifocal glasses 
and the Franklin Stove, and 
discovering the presence of elec- 
tricity in lightning, also took time 
out to help pioneer a new nation 
—the United States. 

Franklin is the subject of a fas- 
cinating four-part miniseries, 
The Lives of Ben Franklin, which 
premieres on Sunday Night 
Showcase in September and Oc- 
tober. Each episode is 90 min- 
utes in length—and five actors 
portray Franklin at different 
stages of his life. The result isen- 
semble acting of the highest 
order, and among the mini- 
series’s co-stars are such names 
as Susan Sarandon, William 
Shatner, Anthony Quayle, 
Honor Blackman, Sheree North, 
Ian Holm and Will Geer. 

In “The Whirlwind,” an aged 
Franklin, played by Lloyd 
Bridges, looks back at his youth- 
ful career—and tempestuous 


love life. Beau Bridges is the 
young Benjamin. In “The Rebel,” 
Richard Widmark is Franklin 
defending the rights of the Amer- 
ican colonists in England—until 
he decides to cast his lot with the 
burgeoning movement for in- 
dependence. ("We must hang 
together," Franklin told his fel- 
low signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, “ог assuredly 
we will all hang separately.") 

Written by acclaimed novelist 
and screenwriter Howard Fast, 
"The Diplomat" stars Eddie 
Albert as Franklin charged with 
his most important task: win- 
ning the French to the American 
cause—an intervention that 
would guarantee America's in- 
dependence. In "The Statesman," 
Melvyn Douglas portrays an ex- 
hausted Franklin on the edge of 
death—but fighting for the ratifi- 
cation of the Constitution of 
the United States. ("Well, Dr. 
Franklin, have we a monarchy 
or a republic," Franklin was asked 
by a Mrs. Powel after the Con- 
stitutional Convention. “A repub- 
lic, madam," Franklin replied, "if 
you can keep it.") 

The Lives of Ben Franklin is 
rewarding television and lively 
drama: an unabashed look at 
one of the finest minds ever pro- 
duced on this continent.

Lindley Armstrong "Spike" 
Jones was a bandleader, a 
drummer—and a comedy star. 
Spike Jones and his City Slickers 
were like no group you've ever 
seen before—or since. These are 
the guys who took "Hawaiian 
War Chant" and orchestrated it 
for “glugging” sounds. They 
played nice, light classical music 
such as Strauss's "Blue Danube 
Waltz"—their score called for a 
hand grenade. There wasn't any- 
thing Spike Jones and his boys 
wouldn't do, up to and including 
playing a cool tune straight— 
while dressed in French Foreign 
Legion costumes, of course. But 
then you could never tell if Spike 
Jones was in costume or not—his 
usual attire was something nattily 
suave in a stunning pattern that 
would blind a rhino at 300 yards.

What did American TV audi- 
ences in the '50s make of Spike 
Jones? Who knows—who cares? 
—but even for the so-called “Gold- 
en Age of Television" Spike 
Jones had to have been at least 
30 years ahead of his time. The 
good news is that a sampler of 
Jones's madness can be seen 
on The Disney Channel in Oc- 
tober. The Best of Spike Jones is 
a compilation of some of his 
zanier TV skits. 

Picture, if you can, Jones's side- 


kick Billy Barty doing a wicked 
take-off on Liberace. Throw in a 
rousing version of Rossini's 
“William Tell Overture" (Yes, 
dear, The Lone Ranger's theme 
song) as "Doodles" Weaver nar- 
rates a horse race. And then Jones 
and the boys manage to total a 
number of tunes before croon- 
ing "It's Hard to be a Girl Musi- 
cian"—dressed as women. 
Zany? Demented? Wacko? 
—no, try anarchic genius. The 
Best of Spike Jones is television 
whose time has finally come.

Carnaby street, mods and 
rockers, Mary Quant—in De- 
cember the Disney Channel 
presents Ready Steady Go!

extraordinary special hosted 
by First Lady Barbara Bush. The 
struggle for literacy and improved 
education in America has become 
synonymous with Barbara Bush. 
In the special the First Lady in- 
troduces a montage of teacher 
profiles. These individual pro- 
files will air on The Disney Chan- 
nel beginning Monday, Sep- 
tember 18. (A new teacher pro- 
file will debut every Monday at 
8:50 p.m. and encore on Thurs- 
day at 8:50 p.m. and Saturday at 


_ $:50 p.m., ET/PT.) 


How exactly were these out- 
standing educators chosen? The 
selection process was a formi- 
dable task. Nine national edu- 
cation organizations solicited ap- 
plicants from across the country. 
The applicants were requested 
to write "teacher self-portraits" 
and submit confidential recom- 
mendations from principals and 


other instructors. 

Thirty-one teachers were se- 
lected from almost 300 hopefuls. 
Bruce Wingo, one of the teachers 
selected for the tribute, says it 
was the concerned teachers he 
encountered as a child that gave 
him his sense of self-worth. He 
emphasizes that “по child is a 
lost cause unless someone else 
gives up." 

Likewise, English teacher Joyce 
Briscoe believes it is her role to 
"help students broaden their 
sense of personal worth" and to 
realize "their responsibilities...to 
our world community."

— Changes in the family have changed society

Second Chances, by Judith S. 
Wallerstein & Sandra Blakeslee 
(Ticknor & Fields, New York, 
1989) 


Home and hearth are central 
features of the dream we all 
share, where loving parents nur- 
ture mischievous children, where 
manners, schoolwork, and values 
creep into animated talk around 
the dinner table, where “grow- 
ing up” includes emotional and 
financial support from both par- 
ents while their children crawl, 
walk and climb through impor- 
tant developmental stages. 

The picture of the happy fami- 
ly is on our television screens 
and in our psyche. In many cases 


it reflects the reality of our lives. 
However, there has been a pro- 
found change in the background 
scenery. With nearly one out of 
two American marriages ending 
in divorce, a new social environ- 
ment has been created, subtly 
affecting all children. In the re- 
cently published book, Second 
Chances, the first reported lon- 
gitudinal study of divorce, au- 
thors Dr. Judith S. Wallerstein 
and Sandra Blakeslee explain: 
“Radical changes in family life 
affect all families, homes, parents, 
children, courtships, and mar- 
riages, silently altering the social 
fabric of the entire society.” 
Second Chances, a compas- 
sionate but disturbing book, is 
the result of a decade-long study 
of 60 middle-class families in the 
midst of divorce. Wallerstein, the 


founder and executive director 
of the Center for the Family in 
Transition in Corte Madera, Cali- 
fornia, warns, “Like it or not, we 
are witnessing family changes 
which are an integral part of the 
wider changes in our society. 
Weare on a wholly new course, 
one that gives us unprecedented 
opportunities for creating better 
relationships and stronger fam- 
ilies—but one that has also 
brought unprecedented dangers 
for society, especially for our 
children.” 

For example, most children 
are no longer convinced that any- 
one will be there to shelter them 
when the chips are down. “All 
children in today’s world feel 
less protected,” says Wallerstein. 
“They sense that the institution 
of the family is weaker than it 


has ever been before. . .Even 
those raised in happy, intact 
families worry that their families 
may come undone...” 
The well-documented study 
reveals that most children no 
(Continued on page 13) 
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longer take for granted that im- 
portant relationships in their 
lives will last. As one would ex- 
pect, young adults who have 
grown up in divorced families 
crave such relationships, but be- 
come anxious about achieving 
them. Surprisingly, Wallerstein 
discovered that their anxiety has 
spread to peers who never ex- 
perienced divorce. 

“The psychological needs of 
children do not change just be- 
cause there are changes in the 
family structure,” Wallerstein 
warns. “Our fragile family struc- 
tures have gotten out of sync 
with our emotional needs. The 
family is supposed to be an oasis, 
a restorative place where chil- 
dren and adults find respite from 
the stresses of the workplace and 
school. Home is where a pre- 
schooler hides his head in Mom- 
my’s lap. Home is where an 
adolescent regroups after taking 
risks that lead to both failures 
and successes.” 

The authors acknowledge the 
quandry: “Divorce reflects our 
democratic ethos that the rights 
of the individual are as impor- 


tant as the rights of the group. It 
stresses the need of the indi- 
vidual over the needs of the 
family. How do we set priorities? 
Which is more important in 
given situations, the individual 
or the family? Either way we 
choose, ethical dilemmas are 
raised for society.” 

Wallerstein and Blakeslee 
don’t pretend to know all the 
answers, but much of the infor- 
mation they present is new, 
even unprecedented. Their work 
moves from families in transi- 
tion to a society in transition, 
providing reams of child devel- 
opment information along the 
way. Provocative in its impli- 
cations, Second Chances de- 
scribes the consequences for 
children of divorce, yet acknow- 
ledges that no comparison has 
been made between these chil- 
dren and those who grow up in 
unhappy, intact homes. The 
more global point is clearly 
made: “Although more people 
stay married than get divorced, 
divorce is not a them-vs.-us 
problem; everyone, in one way 
or another, has been touched by 
it.” Second Chances is a valu- 
able tool for understanding the 
impact of such dramatic social 
change on all our families. 


—— Caution: children not at play

The headline above was the 
title of a conference sponsored 
by The Center for Childhood in 
Los Angeles, in collaboration with 
UCLA Extension and the Univer- 
sity Elementary School. At the 
meeting, experts in the field of 
child development, including 
keynote speaker Brian Sutton- 
Smith, Professor of Education 
and Folklore at the University of 
Pennsylvania, voiced concern 
that childhood has become en- 
dangered in today’s increasingly 
pressured and hostile world. 

If families still lived in small 
towns and mothers were around 
when children got home from 


school, childhood and play might 
not be the important topic for 
discussion that it is. But most 
children in America today live in 
cities where parents are afraid to 
let them play in the streets. Many 
of those children are home alone 
‘after school and not supposed to 


‚ leave the house. 


Then there's the matter of 
pressured kids, a subject fre- 
quently written about but not so 
frequently taken to heart by the 
readers. Why? Because of peer 
pressure from other parents and 
other kids. À mother of a seven- 
year-old finds herself in a dilem-

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ma: she feels that her son is too 
young for the demands and time 
of soccer competition. But the 
other boys play, and she doesn’t 
want her son to feel left out. 

“But competitive sports are 
not play,” says Nancy Walch, Ex- 
ecutive Director of The Center 
for Childhood, an outreach facili- 
ty for parents, educators, and 
providers of children’s services. 
“Parents must recognize a child’s 
need for play and allow time for 
it.” Through play, children learn 
about the world they live in; 
they learn how to get along with 
others. Play releases tension and 
nurtures the imagination. 

“Play is the freedom to do what 
you want to do,” says Jon Lappen, 
The Center’s founder. “It’s impor- 


tant to the development of a 
human being,” she says. “I see 
playfulness and joyfulness as al- 
most synonymous.” 

Today, however, there is less 
time and there are fewer places 
for children to play. This is not 
merely nostalgia for green grass 
and an innocent America but 
rather a realistic fear that, for a 
variety of reasons, children are 
growing up too fast, with too 
much attention directed to ac- 
quiring skills and too little con- 
cern for their development as 
whole persons. Children are 
tested in kindergarten, and from 


then on it never lets up. Schools 
are cutting back on or taking 
away recess, in an effort to give 
full time to academics. And after- 
school programs for children of 
working parents are more apt to 
focus on workshops. 

And yet it’s those special 
moments, free of pressure and 
guided by the imagination, that 
adults remember most about 
childhood. At an exhibit of Vic- 
torian dolls and toys, a few years 
back, 200 adults participated in a 
survey, which asked what their 
fondest childhood recollections 
were. Most were memories of 


Play releases tension and nurtures the imagination. 
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imagination. One man used to 
throw a ball against the wall, im- 
agining himself to be a pitcher. 
Another participant recalled the 
pleasure of a secret place. But 
there are some homes in which 
parents don’t even allow chil- 
dren to put a sheet over chairs to 
make a fort. Children need some 
area for their very own that isn’t 
manicured or controlled. 

Jon Lappen’s founding of The 
Center for Childhood is an evo- 
lutionary tale that describes the 
crisis at hand. Her original plan 
was for a Museum of Childhood 
to house her international doll 
collection (started by her mother 
some 80 years ago). But her con- 
cern soon shifted away from the 
dolls to the preservation of child- 
hood itself. Eventually, when a 
site has been designated for the 


"Center, the dolls will find a pub- 


lic home. For now, they stand 
on shelves and lean in corners 
throughout Lappen’s house, 
while their owner dedicates 
herself to creating programs that 
enable children today to have 
some of the pleasures of child- 
hood she had.

That's the 
question that young Chip Carson must settle 
for himself in the new Disney Channel Pre- 
miere Film Not Quite Human II. This comedy- 
fantasy, which premieres on The Disney Chan- 
nel on Saturday, September 23, at 7:00 p.m. 
(Eastern/Pacific time), continues the comic 
adventures of Chip the android, which were 
first chronicled in Not Quite Hurnan, the 1987 
original Disney Channel comedy that ranks as 
one of the most popular films ever shown on 
The Disney Channel. 

In Not Quite Human, Alan Thicke portrayed 
the eccentric scientist Dr. Jonas Carson, who 
designed and built a teenaged android “son” 
named Chip, played by Jay Underwood.

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Chip's ability to pass as a human, Carson sent 
him off to Harbor City High School with his 
flesh-and-blood daughter Becky (Robyn Lively). 
Atthe end of the film, having surivived Harbor 
City High and graduating, Chip asked, “Ат I a 
real boy now?" 

That question provides the starting point for 
Not Quite Human И. “For this film we've tried 
to make Chip more advanced,” says Jay 
Underwood of his character. “In the first film 
Chip only knew what he was programmed to 
know. But now a year has passed; he’s experi- 
enced more. Before, if Chip had walked through 
the desert he’d have been interested in every 
little stick on the ground. Now he’s seen sticks 
for a year, so he’s looking more deeply into 
people. This time Chip really wants to under- 
stand human emotions—not just copy them, 
but feel them.”

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DISNEY'S TRUE-LIFE 
FAIRYTALE = 


Deep in debt, his films struggling at the box office, 
Walt Disney staked the future of his studio on one last roll of the dice. 


ike Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, 

Cinderella (1950) was a film on which 

Walt Disney risked his entire studio. If 

Cinderella had failed, there would have 
been no Lady and the Tramp, no Peter Pan, 
no Disneyland, no Mickey Mouse Club, and 
no Who Framed Roger Rabbit. 

The postwar years had been difficult for 
Disney. Pinocchio, Fantasia and Bambi had 
yet to show a profit. None of the "package 
features"—Make Mine Music (1946), Fun and 
Fancy Free (1947), Melody Time (1948), and 
The Adventures of Ichabod and Mr. Toad

(1949)—had been hits. Song of the South 
(1946) had earned only a modest profit. 

The situation looked bleak. Disney seemed 
to have lost touch with both the large, general 
audience that had supplied the studio's bread 
and butter and the intellectuals who had praised 
the early Mickey Mouse shorts. Disney owed 
the Bank of America millions of dollars, and 
his creditors were forcing him to introduce 
economy measures at the studio. 

- Disney decided to stake everything on an- 
other animated feature—but which one? Ex- 
tensive pre-production work had already been 
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done on Cinderella, Peter Pan, and Alice in 
Wonderland. Walt wanted to proceed with 
Alice, but his brother Roy, who managed the 
studio finances, preferred Cinderella. Roy 
finally prevailed after what seems to have 
been an unusually acrimonious debate. В 
The film had to be made on a tight budget 
and a tight schedule. Walt had scrapped months 
of work on both Snow White and Pinocchio 
because he didn’t feel it met the standard he 
wanted those films to set: He could no longer 
afford that luxury. For the first time, Disney

had the entire movie shot in live-action before 
the animators began their work. 

“Walt decided, ‘We've got to do something 
that we can do for a price; we've got to know 
what we re doing all the way through it, so we 
don't have to make a lot of changes," explains 
animator Ollie Johnston, one of the studio's 
celebrated "Nine Old Men." "I was working 
with him on his train at that time, and he kept 
talking about all the expenses and how the 
studio was always hanging on one picture. 
That's why he shot the film in live-action first: 
He had to find a sure way of making it." 

Like Snow White, Cinderella required real- 
istic human characters for the key roles—the 
heroine, the Stepmother, the Prince. Humans 
are much harder to draw than animals, and 
the more realistic the figure, the more difficult 
it becomes: Audiences won't accept the broad, 
cartoon distortions used for comic and/or 
animal characters. 

"The human characters basically carry the 
story, so if you don't believe in them, it doesn't 


To economize on production costs—and to pre- 
vent expensive work being scrapped because it 
was not up to Disney's usual high standards— 
the studio first shot Cinderella as a live-action 
film to aid the animators in their tasks. 


matter how funny the comic characters аге,” 
explains Marc Davis, who did much of the 
animation of the heroine in Cinderella. “Its 
great fun to do the stuff that gets the laughs— 
to go into a theatre and hear an audience 
laughing at something you've done gives you 
an unbelieveable lift. They may not react as 
noticeably to the Princes and Princesses, but 
they have to feel for those characters." 

The reference film proved to be a valuable 
tool, but the artists couldn't follow it too liter- 
ally. Tracing live-action is never more than a 
starting point for good animation. 

“You can approach a scene two ways,” con- 
tinues Davis. “You can do it the hard way, 
which is to start from scratch, animate it out of 
your head, and end up with a first rough; or 
you can use the live-action to give you that 
first rough. It also helps to keep the character 
consistent throughout the film, as one person 
generally doesn't animate all of a character's 
scenes." 

When the artists studied from blow-ups of 
the live-action, they learned that human move- 
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ments were even more complicated than they 
had realized: This knowledge enabled them to 
do more subtle and refined animation. But the 
reference film could also check creativity. 

“Shooting the film in live-action made sure ` 
everything worked, but you felt as an ani- 
mator that your feet were nailed to the floor,” 
says Frank Thomas, another of the "Nine Old 
Men.” “Any time you'd think of some other 
way of staging a scene or an action, they'd say, 
‘We can’t get the camera up there.’ Well, you 
could get the animation camera up there! So 
you had to go with what worked well in the 
live-action.” 

The restrictions Thomas describes can easily 
be seen if the viewer compares the film with 
the pre-war Disney features. Nothing in Cin- 
derella approaches the imagination of the 
camera move that follows Jiminy Cricket’s 
point of view as he hops into the frame at the 
opening of Pinocchio, or the 360-degree rev- 
olution when the living puppet sets off with 
Foulfellow and Gideon. In Cinderella the in- 
teraction among the main characters is more 


static and earthbound than Snow White; the 
only real magic (literally and figuratively) oc- 
curs when the Fairy Godmother appears. 

But the film remains a captivating example 
of effective storytelling, despite these limits. 
(Thomas confesses, "I still get a lump in my 
throat when her dress is torn off and she runs 
into the garden.") The fact that Cinderella was 
based on a popular fairy tale created an addi- 
tional problem: How to hold the audience's at- 
tention when everyone already knows how 
the story ends? 

"The story could be told in a fairy tale book 
in a page and a half; without the intrigues of 
the mice and the cat and the details involved, 
you could tell it in seven minutes," observes 
Bill Peet, who helped adapt Cinderella. “It’s 
also a well-known story, so you couldn't add a 
hell of a lot to it or your audience would be 
ahead of you. Of course the girl's going to fit 
the glass slipper, but it has to look like the 
Prince isn't going to get there." 

To expand the story and provide comic re- 
lief, Peetarid the other storymen invented two 


subplots: One focused on the King's desirefor — 


grandchildren, the second on the conflict be- 
tween the mice and the indolent, malicious 
cat, Lucifer. The scenes of Cinderella caring 
forthe mice and birds also helped to establish 
. her as a sympathetic character. 

The story crew also enlarged the roles of the 
Stepsisters and Stepmother, who were only 
briefly mentioned in Charles Perrault’s orig- 
inal tale. The Stepsisters, Anastasia and 
Drizella, became knockabout comic figures, 
while the Stepmother emerged as an icy, 
domineering matriarch. Eleanor Audley, who 
provided the voices and posed for the live- 
action of both the Stepmother in Cinderella 
and Maleficent in Sleeping Beauty, comments: 
“I think Cinderella is the best thing I ever did 
outside of the theater. Maleficent and the Step- 
mother are very much alike, but the Step- 
mother had more diversity: She had more 
chance to be sarcastic and sweet and ven- 
omous. There was more of a range and more 
of a chance to play with the role. I didn't play 
with Maleficent.” 

Curiously, the storymen failed to resolve 
the fate of the Stepmother and the Stepsisters. 
In the Perrault story, they fall to their knees 
after Cinderella tries on the glass slipper and 
beg her pardon, which she magnanimously 
grants; in the Grimm version, birds peck out 
their eyes at her wedding to the Prince. But in 
the film, they simply disappear. 

This flaw in the story didn’t seem to bother 
audiences. Cinderella was an enormous hit, 
grossing more than $4 million on ‘its initial 
release. (It had cost only $2 million—less than 
Pinocchio or Fantasia.) The film remains one 
of the most popular Disney animated features, 
earning more than $33 million on its 1987 re- 
release alone. Cinderella ranks second only to 
E. T. on the list of all-time best-selling video- 
cassettes, with sales of over 7.5 million units. 
It also seems to have retained a special place 
in Walt Disney's affection. 

"Not long after Cinderella came out, Walt 


was having lunch with a group of visitors," 
says Marc Davis. “A woman said, ‘Mr. Disney, 
with all the work that's been done at your 
studio, what is your favorite piece of anima- 
tion?' He stopped and thought for a moment, 
then said, ‘I guess it would have to be where 
Cinderella got her ball gown.’ 

"| was pleased when І heard that, because 
you never got compliments directly from 
Wait," Davis concludes. “But that sequence 
has an optimistic magic: It shows someone 
coming from the bottom and finding every- 


thing is going to work out wonderfully well. - 


Walt was like that—he was a poor boy who 
finally became famous and wealthy—and he 
had that kind of optimism. I think that's why 
he was so taken with the sequence.”

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Lou Diamond Phillips 
is taking Hollywood 
by storm. But the 
versatile actor claims 
his success is some 
magical twist of fate. 
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Lou DIAMOND PHILLIPS'S METEORIC ASCENT TO STARDOM 
started off in a spin. Two days after a chance audition in Texas, Phillips found 
himself Hollywood-bound, having landed the lead role in the film La Barnba. 
He had just two weeks to master the guitar, learn how to sing, memorize his 
lines—and become an expert on the legendary rock 'n' roller Ritchie Valens. 

"It was beyond my wildest dreams,” Phillips remembers. “My knees went 
weak and tears came to my eyes...it was like lightning struck me.” The role 
of Valens was more than a stroke of good fortune for Phillips. It put his name 
on the Hollywood map—and in the rolodex of many film directors. “We 
were inundated with offers from studios after La Bamba,” recalls his agent. 

But the release of La Bamba, combined with an extensive publicity tour, left 
the young actor with a case of starstruck fatigue. Phillips recalls that period of 
malaise: “I started feeling the imminent overnight-success syndrome; | felt 
like I had to go back to Texas.” 

Phillips returned to his roots in Corpus Christi to work on a film with 
friends from the old neighborhood. His time was limited and the budget was 
low, but the result of his voyage home was Dakota, a moving story of courage, 
conviction, and triumph of the human spirit. (Dakota, a Disney Channel 
Discovery, and Stand and Deliver—which boasts another acclaimed Phillips 
performance—premiere on The Disney Channel in October.) 

In the film Phillips plays John Dakota, a young man he describes as “a 
troubled youth running away from his parents.” Following a tragedy in the 
Dakota home, John flees from his family only to find himself almost im- 
mediately adopted by the Lechners, a small clan running a Texas horse 
ranch. Through trust, friendship, and a blossoming romance with Molly 
Lechner, Dakota learns to believe in himself—and to face his own fears. 

Dakota was truly a labor of love for all parties involved in the production. 
“This film gave us the opportunity to say things about love, courage and con- 
viction that need to be said,” Phillips remarks thoughtfully. “People should 
leave this movie having learned something about themselves, about others, 
and about life.” 

But Phillips had more than just a stake in the lead role—he was also the 
associate producer of the film. “I was as much involved in the creative end as 
anything else,” he explains. “1 get intense gratification from making movies. 
Ilove watching things соте to life... whether I'm in front of the camera or on 
the other side.” 

Intensity is the key word in describing Lou Diamond Phillips's work—and 
his attraction. His characters walk a tightrope between tenderness and ex- 
plosive temperament. Though often cast as a hard-edged type, Phillips con- 
veys a subtle optimism brimming just below the surface. We believe in him, 
because he believes in himself. 

Director Luis Valdez immediately recognized Phillips’s talent during his 
audition for La Bamba. “Lou has a capacity to connect directly from soul to 
soul through his eyes,” Valdez says. "Lou has the face of the future.” 

This is hearty praise for an actor still breaking ground in the indus- 
try. And because he’s a new kid on the block, Phillips claims he is “try- 
ing to make choices carefully" about which roles to tackle. Not an easy /

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that their screenplay will offer the perfect cata- 
lyst to fame. 

Thus far, Phillips seems to be making all the 
right moves. His strong performance as a street- 
smart kid in Stand and Deliver brought him 
critical acclaim. In Young Guns he played a 
desperado with some of today’s hottest young 
actors. And this summer, he starred with Corbin 
Bernsen in Disorganized Crime. 

Phillips however is more concerned with 
adding new colors to his palette than with 
celebrity status. He is resolved not to be cate- 
gorized as the “tough guy” or the “villain.” 
Phillips explains, “It is the result of a very 
determined effort that each one of my roles is 
in no way similar to the one that preceded it. 

"Derelicts, gang members. . .of course they 
leave those parts to ethnics," he adds, confirm- 
ing the widespread feeling that the typecasting 
of ethnic actors is a problem in the entertain- 
ment industry. But Phillips, who draws his looks 
from a combination of Filipino, Hawaiian and 
Cherokee ancestry, prefers to speak to the ad- 
vantages of his heritage. “I am the American 
melting pot," he boasts. "People aren't quite 
sure what I am—which allows me to take on 
whatever ethnicity is appropriate." 

Still, choosing a role that is good for Phillips's 
image arid his career can be a difficult task. So 
Phillips puts his trust in the advice of his wife, 
Julie Cypher. Her knowledge of Lou and his 
range as an actor comes firsthand. She was the 
assistant director on Dakota—and married 
Phillips shortly thereafter. “It takes a very 
special person like Julie to understand what 
people in the [entertainment] industry go 
through,” he smiles. 

The couple recently moved to Hollywood 
and purchased a one bedroom home. Their new 
Laurel Canyon residence is a welcome haven: 
from the madness of studios and press events. 
"There's something about home you really 
start to appreciate," beams Phillips. "I like 
walking out on my front porch in a robe and 
looking out at the hills with a mug of coffee.” 

Landing the lead role in the hit film La 
Bamba was a rather auspicious beginning for 
a young Texan actor who was barely keeping 
his head above water. “La Bamba is a source 
of pride with me,” says Phillips, who strongly 
identifies with the character of Ritchie Valens. 
“The things he said and did, his optimism and 
faith, are things I'd like to emulate in my life 
and career.” 

With almost a dozen films under his Stetson 
and a bounty of new offers, Lou Diamond 
Phillips can finally kick back and enjoy the 
view from his Hollywood Hills home. He still 
believes his success is the working of some 
magical force. But any critic will affirm the 
obvious: Phillips's charmed path to stardom is 
the result of his intensity and talent. In a char- 
acteristically modest reply Phillips says, “I’m 
just making my mark as an actor. Fortunately, 
a few people are taking me seriously.” 
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‘ve been told to look for a house with 
а dog on the mailbox as | drive up a 
winding, densely tree-lined street in 
one of Los Angeles's gracious neighbor- 
hoods, on my way to interview one of tele- 
vison's most beloved and talented actresses 
in conjunction with her upcoming Disney 
Channel Special, A Conversation with Betty 
White (which premieres October 15 on 
Sunday Night Showcase). The house is a 
pleasantly welcoming, clapboard white 
two-storey, with warm yellow shutters. 
Yelping little dog faces peek out the foyer 
windows as I walk up the driveway and 
knock on the front door. And then I hear 
The Voice, soft but determined, saying 
“Come on fellas, come on now, go on out 
back, I’ve got work to do." 

There's a scampering of dog feet across a 
wooden floor and the barks grow faint just 
as Betty White opens the door and smiles. 
“Come on in dear—can I get you a cup of 
coffee?" Yes, Virginia, it's true. In a profes- 
sion of hype, illusion and acting off-camera 
as well as on, Betty White is The Real 
Thing—genuine, charming and down-to- 
earth. A person from whom you could bor- 
row a cup of sugar. And if Betty White 
didn't have any sugar in the house, she 
would probably zip down to the corner 
store to buy some before you could say The 
Golden Girls three times fast. 

An upbeat quality pervades White's out- 
look on career and life, and she tags many 
of her reminiscences with the comment “it 
was fun, really fun.” Success hasn’t made 
her “want to be alone" ala Garbo—success 
has made White, well, successful. The five 
golden Emmy statues on top of a bookcase 
in her living room attest to her versatile 
talent. Its a talent that has made Betty 
White equally able to anchor talk shows 
and guest on game shows as well as play 
characters ranging from the saccharinely 
conniving, sex-mad Sue Ann Nivens on The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show to the sweetly obliv- 
ious Rose on the hit comedy The Golden Girls. 

In a business where Attitude and icy 
professional rivalry is rampant, the number of 
celebrities Betty White can count as friends— 
Burt Reynolds, Loni Anderson, Mel Brooks, 
Anne Bancroft, George Burns, Mary Tyler 
Moore and her three co-star Golden Girls, just 
to name a few—says a lot about White's lack of 
posturing. And her genuiness is just as ap- 
parent and appealing to the viewing audience. 
A steady stream of viewer nail arrives for her 
every week from fans both young and old. 
With all the demands of her schedule it’s diffi- 
cult for White to read all this correspondence. 
But if the content is about being a widow or 
concerns pets, her cause celebre, somehow 
White finds the time. 

"| got a note from one youngster,” White 
recalls delightedly, “who wrote that I'd had 137 
years worth of pets. Can you believe that? He 
went through my book Betty White in Person 
and added up all the ages of my pets and came 
up with 137. Isn't that something!" 


Charming, genuine and 
down to earth— 
meet Betty White, 
the star of a new 
Disney Channel special.

White is the California Girl of The Golden Girls, 
born in Oak Park, Illinois, but transplanted to 
Los Angeles at an early age, growing up to at- 
tend Beverly Hills High School. Her father, 
Horace White, was a businessman while Tess 
White, her mother, was a housewife and her 
daughter's life-long best Superfriend. "They 
were something, really something," White 
speaks softly of her parents. "We were such 
good buddies, such a close-knit family. I always 
say in one word that I was a spoiledonlychild." 

White's childhood was a loving one, but 
there were still rules. “If there was something I 
really wanted we'd talk it over," she recalls. 
“But if all of a sudden they didn't think that was 
a good idea and they said no, well—the argu- 
ment was over. No meant no. They didn't say 
no unless they meant it." 

White's upbringing gave her a balance and 
personal perspective that has served her well 
in her entertainment career. “1 was taught to 
appreciate everything and never to believe 
your own publicity." Even after she had started 
to make something of herself as an actress, her 
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parents' attitude did not change. "When 
some wonderful publicity would come out 
about me, my parents were not putting me 
down but they'd say, ‘What do you think of 
this? Do you think you were that good? 
And I'd think about it and Га say well I wish 
I hadn't done this or I wish I hadn't done 
that. And they'd say 'OK, well that's a good 
balance.” To this day, White reads any and 
all negative correspondence that is sent her. 
"[ts my ironclad rule," White says, "be- 
cause unless you hear that side of things, 
you think everything is great." 

To say White's family was a threesome is 
not quite accurate. Pets were always an in- 
tegral part of the Whites’ lives. “I was 
always animals nuts," White says, "and I 
came by it quite naturally as my mother 
and father were both the same way." There 
was always at least one little creature "with 
a leg at each corner" galivanting around the 
White household. Now, sitting in the living 
room of her house, her adoring pet dog 
friends scrambling in and out of her arms, 
White remembers shopping for the first pet 
she personally picked out as a little girl—a 
Pekingese puppy called Bootie. 

“Pets always choose you," White says. 
“At the store Bootie would just sit over there 
in the corner, just sit and look. I can re- 
member it so clearly. All the others were 
toddling around or falling on each other 
and Bootie just sat there with one eye look- 
ing one direction and one eye looking the 
other, the way Pekes do. And I thought, why 
is he sitting over there? So I went over there 
to talk to him—a very quiet getting ac- 
quainted—and we went home with Bootie." 

Later, when White couldn't actually have 
a horse of her own, she invented an imagi- 
nary one named Bill Promise, who accom- 
panied the family on their summer vaca- 
tions. “Dad would laboriously tie him to the 
bumper of the car and Bill would trot along 
behind the car. And then at night I had to 
feed him but Dad would untie him. We weren't 
crazy—no! Bill Promise disappeared about the 
time I fell in love with my first sweetheart at 
school. It was time to leave Bill Promise 
home,” Betty White laughs. 

Perhaps it wasn't at all surprising that the 
person who imagined Bill Promise would find 
herself attached to a creative profession. But 
acting was not White’s first choice when she 
was growing up. “Writer always, writer, always,” 
she emphasizes. “I was never going to be an 
actress till I wrote a play in grammar school 
and like any red-blooded American girl I wrote 
myself into the lead as a princess—well, 
wouldn't you? And all of a sudden I got on 
stage and I thought, oh, that's fun—they’re 
listening to me and they applaud when I'm 
finished.” White smiles as she continues, “It 
was a Kabuki theater type play, slightly am- 
bitious for a sixth grader.” 

White pursued her interests in acting after 
she graduated from high school, working first 
in local theater productions while trying to get 
into radio by making the rounds of offices on 


casting days and looking into the new and 
developing field of television. Film was never 
really an option for White, she recalls. 

"You'd go on a couple of auditions and the 
first thing they’d want to do was fix your nose, 
because I had a bump in my nose. And they 
wanted to fix a tooth. And they'd say, yes, we 
do this and we can do that and I thought, I 
don’t want to play that game. Pretty soon you 
all wind up looking alike. So I just wheezed 
away at my radio and my television. And I’m 
just delighted the way it’s worked out.” 

White's first break came in radio, on The 
Great Gildersleeve. “You couldn't get a job 
unless you were a member of the union,” 
White says. “You couldn’t get into the union 
unless you had a job—it was a Catch-22. So I'd 
been around the various radio offices on 
casting day. And this one producer asked me if 
I was a member of the union and I said I wasn’t 
and he said he was sorry but they they couldn't 
use me. And so I was going down in the 
elevator and they were breaking for lunch and 
the same producer was going down in the 
same elevator. And he looked over at me and 
he said ‘I know what you're up against. I tell 
you what. ПИ trust you to say one word in a 
commerical. It'll get you in the union. It won't 
pay enough for your entry fee, your dues. But it 
will get you into the union.’ I just had to say the 
one word,” she laughs. 

After getting her break on The Great Gilder- 
sleeve, White went on to work for other radio 
programs and shows pulled together for the 
fledgling medium of television. Like many 
other young performers both before and after 
her, White's work ethic motto in those days 
was one-word simple: Sure. "Can you sing? 
Sure. Can you dance? Sure. Can you stand on 
your head? Sure. І can be taller. І can be shorter. 
I can be fat. I can be anything. Whatever.” 

While working on one television game show, 
Grab Your Phone, White came to the attention 
of local personality Al Jarvis, who was putting 
together a program to be known as Hollywood. 
on Teleuision. Jarvis needed an on-camera Girl 
Friday. The original show concept was pure 
radio—Jarvis would play records on televison. 
But like many things in the new medium, the 
show evolved into something else. 

"Al said we were going to be on live every 
day, six days a week, for five hours. We ended 
up adding an extra half hour because the show 
was successful. The first week we were on Al 
played records. And the phones would light up 
and the mail would come in saying, ‘What are 
you two talking about while those records are 
on?’ So the second week we threw the records 
out the window апа wetalked." — ' 

White was getting $50 a week in her new job 
and was in seventh heaven about it, so she was 
understandably nervous when she was called 
into Jarvis's office at the start of the third week 
of the run. "I thought, well, I'd blown it,” White 
says. “Al sat me down and he said ‘Betty, 
because you’re working harder than we 
thought you were going to have to, we're going 
to give you a different adjustment to the salary. 
It's going from $50 to $300 a week.’ Гуе never 


had a raise, a contract, anything in my life that 
would ever compare with that." 

The self-professed "television child"— "child, 
that's a euphemism," White hastens to add,— 
has starred in such shows over the years as Life 
With Elizabeth, The Betty White Show—a 
comedy-variety show in the '50s, and much 
later a situation comedy by the same name— 
The Pet Set, The Mary Tyler Moore Show, 
Mama's Family, and of course The Golden 
Girls. Remarkably enough, Betty White never 
took an acting lesson in her life. 

"The only claim to fame I have is a certain 
naturalness in acting. So I think training 
wouldn't have worked for me. I can't tell you 
tehcnically why something will work. But I feel 
it. Now Bea and Rue and Estelle, my other 
Golden Girls, are all wonderful and they have 
studied and taken classes. We each approach 
our craft differently. But I think we get to the 
same point because of what works for each.” 

In addition to situation comedy and talk 
shows, Betty White has always been a frequent 
guest on game shows. “Everyone says 1 don't 
do game shows.’ Well, I do. I love to play 
them.” It was on one such program, Password, 
that she met Allen Ludden, her second 
husband-to-be and the true love of her life. 
They remained devoted to each other until 
Ludden’s death in 1981. ! 

George Burns, White’s good friend, gave the 
new widow some advice that had been of help 
to him in dealing with the loss of his own dear 
wife Gracie Allen. “George said, ‘Change your 
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bedroom. Sleep over on his side. When I lost 
Gracie I went around to her side and I slept 
there.’ And I thought, that’s the craziest thing I 
ever heard. But I went home that night, changed 
everything and I’ve been there ever since. It's 
funny. You're not lying next to an empty place. 
You're in that nice warm place." 

In the moments when White isn’t taping The 
Golden Girls, she’s developing other television 
projects—“There’s always something around 
the corner!"—and appearing on still more 
game and talk shows. Following the warm 
reception of her book Betty White In Person, 
White's also at work on another writing project. 
And whenever she can, she zips up north to 
her seaside house in Carmel-by-the-Sea, where 
she takes walks along the beach "checking on 
the otters,” lazily puts together a jigsaw puzzle 
or curls up in a chair to read and write. 

The time for the interview is over, and as I 
head towards the front door White apologizes 
for not having more time to talk. It’s a particu- 
larly busy day, she says. “Thank you so much, 
dear. I hope we see each other again some- 
time.” And as I go towards my car, the flowers, 
trees and chirping birds in full brilliant force in 
the morning sunshine, | find myself hoping 
that White's farewell will come true. 0

Chip in Not Quite Human II decides to go to 
college—much to the chagrin of Dr. Carson. 
Once on campus, Chip is exposed to all the 
social traumas of college life: trying to fit in with 
the "in" crowd, wearing the right clothes, and 
interacting with girls. And, as subscribers might 
recall from the first film, Chip will not only have 
to deal with the novelty of his situation but also 
confront a series of unique challenges—and 
dangers that threaten his existence. 

In this case, the plot thickens when Chip 
meets and is smitten by Roberta, played by 
Katie Barberi. Roberta has a secret of her own 
—she's also "not quite human." Add to that a 
nefarious scientist with his own androidal am- 
bitions and a computer-destroying diskette that 
could force Chip to self-destruct, and you have 
all the hallmarks that made the first Not Quite 
Human a potent and heady blend of comedy 
and adventure. 

As Alan Thicke recalls there was never any 
doubt that a sequel to the 1987 film would be 
made. In fact, the idea began going around the 
cast before the first film was even completed. 
“It was such a great experience," Thicke says, 
"and everything just clicked and felt right. I loved 
working with Robyn and Jay, and I think we 
were all hoping at the time that we would have 
the opportunity to do it again. We loved our 
characters, and the relationships were great. 

"The advantage to doing a sequel," Thicke 
continues, "is that you're a proven success. It 
gives you even more confidence the next time 
out. The disadvantage," he adds, "is having to 
live up to the first film. 

“We all knew Not Quite Human was special. 
Because of that, we all read the script for the se- 
quel carefully. I looked at it with an eye toward 
the first script. Was it up to those standards? 
Was it consistent with the tone we had set? 

"| felt that the new script was an improve- 


ment. It's funny and inventive, and it intro- 
duces new elements. It represents growth. So 
the disadvantages of doing a sequel become 
advantages—they represent new challenges." 

For Jay Underwood, the role of Chip in Not 
Quite Hurnan was another in a series of "super- 
human” film parts. He had portrayed The Boy 
Who Could Fly (which also aired on The Disney 
Channel) and The Invisible Kid. “I don't know 
why I’ve been cast as all these invisible, an- 
droidian, flying superman types," he laughs. "I 
didn't go to school for it—I didn't take Super- 
human 101. 

“As T get older, I’m trying to move away from 
superboy roles. Yet I jumped at the chance to 
play Chip again, because І had so much fun 
making the first film. Chip is a great character. 
And it was great to be reunited with Alan 
Thicke and Robyn Lively. We had a blast—it 
was just like old times.” 

Still, Underwood confesses he was a tad ner- 
vous about hitting the marks he had set in Not 
Quite Human. "I remember the first day of film- 
ing. It was strange to recreate a character in my 
mind after two years of being away from it. 
Needless to say, I was a little nervous, fearing 
I'd forget something I did last time, worrying 
that Chip wasn’t totally put back together 
again. But it only took a couple of days and it 
clicked back in,” Underwood says with a snap 
of his fingers. 

Indeed, if there was any difficulty in filming 
Not Quite Human Il it was the weather. "It was 
a little warm,” laughs Alan Thicke. “Actually it 
was hot. There were days where the tempera- 
ture felt like it had soared out of sight.” 

“One day, we were filming on some rocks in 
a park,” Underwood adds. "It was Katie Barberi's 
first day, and it was so hot, she fainted. I had to 
carry her down from the rocks and revive her. 
The heat was unbearable!" 

That wasn't Underwood's only display of 
derring-do on location. In fact, for the young 
actor, being allowed to perform some of his 
own stunts was one of the highlights of filming. 
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"Only the easy things, though," he points out, 
"because if I had got hurt it would have stopped 
the production. 

"Performing stunts was exciting. In one 
scene, I’m carrying ‘Roberta’ because her power 
supply is running out and she needed to be 
recharged. І see a gas station, run to it with her 
in my arms, and go right through the wall. A 
balsa wood wall was built and Christine Baur, 
our stunt coordinator, went through the stunt 
with me step-by-step. | was worried, because 
Christine was the stunt double and I was afraid 
she would get hurt when we went through the 
wall. I had bigtime butterflies," Underwood 
says, "but the stunt went off like clockwork. It 
didn't hurt at all, and we did it on the first take." 

Underwood also brought along a video- 
camera on the shoot. "I want to be able to show 
this to my grandkids,” he jokes, then adds, “I’m 
looking forward to directing one day. It was 
great to have the camera on the shoot, because 
I had someone film the stunt when I went 
through the wall. The director, Eric Luke, also 
loved having the videocamera around, be- 
cause he could play back the footage and see 
how a shot looked." 

Not Quite Human IT is Eric Luke's first fea- 
ture film as a director. He also penned the 
film's script. "Eric was great—he's an actor's 
director," Underwood says. "He's done some 
acting, so he knows how to work with actors. 
Some artists don't like the director's input, but 
I prefer it. I like to bring my own stuff to the role 
and then listen to the director's suggestions. I 
see it as a collaborative effort." 

Given the success of Not Quite Human—and 
the elan of the cast for Chip's new series of 


„adventures in Not Quite Human II—is another 


android adventure-comedy a likelihood? 

"[ hope so,” Alan Thicke laughs. “It’s a per- 
fect set-up. I feel like we're a great big family, 
and it's fun for us to get together again and 
repeat these wonderful characters. Who knows? 
If this is as successful as the first film, we might 
do Not Quite Human Ш—апа four, and five. It 
could be like the Rocky movies!"
